Pen cannot 
depict the horror felt on the occasion at so 
foul anact: The negroes escaped to the camp 
—they did not take time to reload their 
pieces—their legs did them good service that 
time, for in double quick our citizens were 
out under aris, and we thought, at one time, 
that the negroes, camp and all, would be 
wiped from the face of the carth, but better 
counsels prevailed.

The merchants of San Francisco have held 
a second meeting for the purpose of discus- 
sing the subject of opening up the navigation 
of the great Colorado of the West, A com- 
mittee was appointed to organize a company 
and collect subscriptions for procuring stenm- 
boats suitable for navigating the river. This 
committee are at work, and the result of their 
labors, so far, are encouraging. In looking 
over the proceedings of these meetings, we 
perceive the Black Cafion is mistaken for the 
Big Cañon.

j and uo matter what its obstructions and dif- 
ficulties may be, it can in no way interfere

| go, us at that point the river comes nearest to 
the settlements of Southern Utah, bemy not 
more, perhaps, than forty miles from the 
lower Muddy, and a hundred from St. George, 
which latter distance can be shortened as 
much as twenty miles. This settlement is 
most important, and i> a progressive and pros- 
perous community. Agriculture has made a 
good beginning there, and at a late agricultu- 
ral exhibition held at St. George, the cereals, 
fruits, preserves, aud the thousand and one 
articles displayed, of home production and 
home manufacture, was highly creditable to 
this young colony, and, show them to be the 
right kind of people for building up a thrifty 
community in what has heretofore been con- 
sidered as a desert. They are literally mak- 
ing the desert to blossom as the rose. By 
such industry it is that this project of navi- 
gating the Colorado is to be supported, which 
in itself will be retroactive, and afford as much 
prosperity and accommodation as it will re- 
ceive support and patronage. 

The importance of establishing steamers on 
tho Colorado, of sufficient power to stem the 
current at all seasons, cannot be estimated. 
The immense and unexplored mineral fields 
of Arizona lie on one side, and the hardy pio- 
neers and industrious workers of Utah will 
soon be swarming on the other, To develop 
these, as well as to supply those, is a field of 
operations extensive cnough for the most èn- 
terprising steamboat eompany that can be or- 

anized. Besides the developing the resources 
of these Territories, the aid given to our own 
material progress will not be the least among 
the prominent advantages of the undertaking. 
Imagination cannot portray the substantial 
benefits to be gained by this section of coun- 
try by the establishment of a permanent line 
of steamers on the Colorado. It will stimu- 
late our energies, provide a market for our 
surplus products, increase population on our 
borders, and perhaps within our own limits, 
and in innumerable ways, add to our resources 
and facilitate our pregress.—San Bernardino

WDOWELL TO M’CORMICK. 
Tivaquarrers Derr. or CALIFORNIA, 

San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 10, 1867. 

His Excellency k. o. ‘MoCormict, Governor of 
the Territory of Arizona, Prescott, Arizona— 
Governon—I have the honor to acknowledge 
the receipt of your communication of August 
8th, enclosing a copy of an appeal to you, 
dated August Ist, signed by many citizens, 
asking you to raise a volunteer force to co- 
operate with the regular troops in their serv- 
ice Against the hostile Indians of Arizona. 


_ 8d. You say: “ Even if the matter of moy- 
ing the troops at Camp Lincoln and MePher- 
son was entirely in his power, as I (you) think 
it would be, the total force,” ete. 

Tam-in doubt whether you mean that he 
should be allowed to break up and abandon 
these camps, or simply that he should be left 
free to operate with the troops from them, 
according to his judgment. If the former, I 
have to recall to your mind that you, your- 
self, especially urged on me, in a private let- 
ter, not to sufter Camp Lincoln to be aban- 
dorad. “To abandon it,” you wrote, “ will 
be to deprive us of one of the largest and best 
agricultural districts we have. The mere talk 
of it is painful to the people.” You are aware, 
however, that the post was particularly estab- 
lished for the purpose of carrying on offensive 
operations against the Indians, it being near 
enough their homes to do so with effect, as 
was abundantly proved by the volunteers ; 
and it has been more on account of your urg- 
ent representations than from any other cause, 
even than on those of your predecessor, or of 
Gen. Mason, that I have retained this camp. 


Camp MePherson was established with 
your concurrenee, you being here when the 
order was issued, and expressed yourself as 
entirely satisfied with it, as indeed you did 
then and afterward with the arrangements 
made by me for the military inspection of 
Arizona. If you mean that Gen. Gregg should 
be left free to operate from these camps ac- 
cording to his judgment, I have tosay to you 
that his actions show he does not consider 
himself under any restrictions in that partic- 
war. He has moved the men from each 
camp as he has seen fit—ordered those from 
Camp McPherson to guard settlements at one 
place, and those at Camp Lincoln to such 
points and for such purposes as he had deemed 
best, and has felt himself so independent of 
control even, as to complain of being called 
upon for any explanation of why he had made 
a certain movement, which seemed to be in 
contravention of my orders, to keep the com- 
panies at Camp Lincoln employed in active 
offensive operations. Ie has never been re- 
stricted by me in any plan of his for carrying 
on offensive operations against the hostile In- 
dians. 


4th. You say you beg to call my attention 
to the fact that “ the number of troops in the 
district (of Prescott) is far less in proportion 
to its size, population and importance, than 
in any of the several districts into which I 
have divided the Territory.” 


The force in Arizona—as is the inhabited 
part of the Territory—is pretty nearly equally 
divided by the Salinas and Gila rivers, there 
being fourteen companies in the district north 
and thirteen in the district south of them. 
You say yourself that “the conduct of the In- 
dians below the Gila is such as to rendor it 
unsafe to reduce the troops there.” There- 
fore, any Learrangement to giye a larger num- 
ber to the district of Prescutt would have to 
he done at the expense of the districts north 
of the Gila. Yet, you say, that in intimating 
that other districts tn the Territory have a 
greater force, proportionately, than this (Pres- 
cott), “you would’ not be understood as pro- 
posing an increase of protection here (Pres- 
cott) at the expense of their inhabitants.” I 
have no district that docs not feel that it has, 
and that, in faet, docs not have, an insufficient 
force, I could, therefore, only do what you 
ask, by doing what you say you do not wish 
to be understood as proposing. T have in the 
whole State of Nevada but one company more 
than in the single district of Prescott, Ari- 
zona. ' 


Sth. You say, moreover, “experience has, 
in the popular judgment here (Prescott), in 
which I (you) concur, most clearly demon- 
strated that it is impossible for the command» 
ing officer to act promptly, and with effeċt, 
unless clothed with large discretionary pow- 
er, and permitted to move ‘all his troops ac- 
cording to the exigency of the hour, without 
delaying to submit his plan to San Francisco 
for approval.” 

After you returned to Arizona from your 
visit to San Francisco to confer with the mil- 
itary authorities on the condition of your 
Territory, you wrote me that you found 
“general satisfaction over:my new arrange- 
ments for the military protection of Arizona.” 
These arrangements, made while both you and 
General Gregg were here, contemplated the 
most active operations against the hostile In- 
dijans possible with the force in the district, 
and with these arrangements you were both 
at the time satisfied. Under them General 
Gregg has not‘ been restrained from moving 
his troops according to the exigency of the 
hour, and has not been required to delay’in 
order to submit his plans for so doing to San 
Francisco for approval. IMLow the public can 
have any chance of knowing what my instruc 
tions to General Gregg are or are not, that it 
hag been ablé to form that “popular judg- 
ment” against me in which you concur, is 
not séen. But as you have been furnished 
with copies of-my letters to General Grege— 
among others that of July 18th—I am not 
able to.see how you can have justly concurred 
in it., 

You ,say that “in order to have anything 
Tike vigorous and apeedly aggressive operations, 
which seem absolutely necessary for the pro- 
tection of life and property, and the holding 
of the country, at least six cavalry companies 


{and fall—stalk before 
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should at once be added to General Gregg's 


command.” * 

To this Ihave only to say, that you make 
Gen. Grege’s doing anything depend, in your 
judgment, on his Having -at once what is not 
in my power, orin that of any one herd, to 
give him. Your communication will be sent 
to Gen. Halleck for such further considera- 
tion as he may think propor to give it.

It has sometimes been supposed that the 
bench offers but little opportunity for eloquent 
faney or polite erudition ; how erroneous this 
impression is our readers will see from the 
following exordium of an opinion delivered by 
Mr. Chief Justice Croziér, in the case of 
Searle vs, Adams, 3 Banks, 515—518;  ” 

“ In this case, the irrepressible Statute of 
Limitations is again presented for considera- 
tion. For some years past, upon the disposi- 
tion of each succeeding case involving a con- 
struction of this statute, it was considered, 
by bench and bar, that even fiction could 
hardly conceive of a new question to rise 
thereunder: but, as term after term rolls 
around, there are presented new questions, 
comparing favorably in point of numbers with 
Falstaff’s men in buckram ; thus adding to the 
legions that have gone before a new demon- 
stration of the propriety and verity of the 
adage, that “truth is stranger than fiction.” 
With the heat of ninety-cight degrees Fahren- 
heit in the shade, and the newspapers teem- 
ing with reports of the ravages of our great 
common enemy, who the more effectually to 
accomplish his double purpose of capturing 
the imprudent and frightening the timid’ has 
assumed the form of the Asiatic monstér, it 
might be supposed by the unthinking that the 
consideration of such questions would be “en- 
tered upon rather reluctantly. But, we beg 
to disabuse the public mind of any such heresy. 
Cases might þe imagined where ‘smashes’ 
‘vould not stimulate, nor ‘ cobblers? quicken, 
nor ‘juleps’ invigorate; but a new question 
under our Statute of Limitations, in coolness 
and restoring power,so far exceeds any and 
all of these, that, when one is presented, the 
“fine ould Irish gintleman’s” resarrectiort, 
under the circumstances detailed in the song, 
becomes as palpable a reality as the * Topeka 
Constitution,” or the “ Territorial Capital at 
Mineola.” The powers of a galvante battery 
upon the vital energies are wholly incompar- 
able to it. So that the consideration of the 
case upon this day of wilted collars and oily 
butter should not entitle the Court to many 
eulogies for extraordinary energies in the ful- 
filment of its duties. * * *° Counsel was 
understood to intimate that some mischiey- 
ously disposed persons, with a diabolical in- 
tent not clearly revealed, while organized as 
the Legislature of the State, had made a viọ- 
lent and unwarrantable onslaught upon the 
Constitution—that Constitution which this 
Court, as a tripedal pier, is exerting its ut- 
most endeavors to support—that Constitution 
which, not only from patriotic and moral, but 
from alimentary considerations as well, we 
are bound to maintain, defend.

GENTLEMEN :—This company have now in 
progress surveys from the line of their rail- 
road along the Smoky Hill River in Kansas, 
from Pond Creek towards Santa Fe and Al- 
buquerque, via, the Raton Mountains and 
Fort Union, and intend pushing through New 
Mexico and Arizona to San Francisco. On 
sending their Chief Engineer, Gen, W. W. 
Wright, into the field they supplied him with 
letters to several of your prominent citizens, 
informing them fully of the purpose and de- 
sign of our survey, and requesting them to 
communicate their information to the public.

republic of Mexico, and affording a certain 
safeguard against any future European at- 
tempts at the invasion of this portion of the 
continent.

If the miners in any of the small districts 
would only form themselves into jomt stock 
companies, with little clse than bone and 
muscle as their capital; let them then select 
one of the most favorable ledges, and concen- 
trate thar labor on it, instead of covering the 
varous ledges with two-foot holes, which tell 
nothing, and from which there is not the 
slightest chance of realizing anyth'ng, a good 
shaft could be sunk that would determine the 
yalue of the mine, and if really valuable there 
would be no difficulty in finding a purchaser. 
Some such plan as this might be adopted with 
advantage to all concerned ; and if something 
of the kind is not done, the one man will dis- 
cover, when too Jate, that he has spent the 
best years of his life in the vain hope of sell- 
ing undeveloped quartz ledges.

Do Metars Grow ?—The question as to 
whether the metals are now in process of 
formation has long been mooted, but never 
satisfactorily determined. Many hold to the 
theory that gold, silver, cı pper and other 
metals are growing at the present time, or 
perhaps more properly, are being collected 
from minutely small particles existing in the 
atmosphere or in the earth, in a manner to 
make them available; and if the faets bear- 
ing on the subject were gathered up and 
presented in proper shape they would go far 
to establish the theory. The copper mines of 
Lahe Supenor were worked quite extensively 
by a race now extinct, 
ing of some of these mines, it is said that cop- 
per ore, and even masses of native copper, 
have been found in such quantities as to lead 
to the conclusion that the ore or metal had 
gronn or formed subsequent to the ancient 
working of the mines. Among the silver 
miners of Mexieo and Peru there are tra- 
ditions of the finding of native silverand ores 
that had formed sulsequent to the opening 
anl working of the mais by the abunigines. 
Some time ago, m reopen - a silva mine 
inthe Hartz mourtams that Led been clo-ed 
for several centuries, the timbers used by the 
former workers were found encrusted with 
siverore fna gravel chum in Austraha, 
masses of nen pyrites, containing gold in suf- 
ficient quantities to pay for eatracting, have 
been founl m the cavities of the petrified 
trees, showing the formation of the pyrites 
and collection of the gold thereon to have 
heen subsequent to the growth of the wood. 
The fact that we are ignorant of the process 
by which metals are collected iu certain lo- 
ealities is no argument against the theory. 
We know that plants are formed of materials 
existing in the atmosphere; and metals may 
be formed in a manner somewhat analogous, 
| though their growth is much slower.

t Rock Dri vinc,—Our readers, says the Jur- 
rnal of Apphel Chemistry, know that tung- 
paten is a simple body of steel gray color, very 
hard, difficult of fusion, and of a density 17.6. 
It is found in combination with lime, as the 
tungstate of lime (scheeletine), and with 
iron and manganese (wolfram). M. Gaudin 
proposes the use of this metal for the drilling 
of rocks. Until now the black diamond has 
heen employed, but the enormous expense of 
this substance has made a reform desirable. 
M. Gaudin prepares, ina flame of oxygen, a 
substance made from this metal, which is 
three-fold more brillant than the ruby and 
will pulverize the hardest granite quite as 
readily ag the black diamond. Emery has an 
action on the latter substance. Numerous 
experiments have shown that it can be ob- 
tained in any form and of any dimensions 
without alteration. Tbis preparation may be 
used to drill granite mountains, and to work 
tempered steel. It can also be used to turn 
white cast iron. This discovery is very im- 
portant, and is calculated to render immense 
service to industry.

Wanted—-A Flouring Mill. 


If there is any one thing our people need 
more than another, that thing is a good fiour- 
ing mill. Heretofore our prayers have all 
been offered up for quartz mills, of which we 
now have several; but it seems as though 
they are not of much use to us as yet, and we 
greatly fear they wil! remain useless upon 

| our hands unless we get a good flouring mill, 
which will enable us to make our own flour, 
and retain the thousands of dollars annually 
sent away for the “ staff of life ” in the hands 
of our own people. The cost of living at 
present, in Central Arizona, is awfully steep ; 
labor also is high; but employers could afford 
to pay fair wages were the cost of living less. 
It is conceded by every one that this is a first- 
rate wheat-growing country, and we all know 
there is land enough in Yavapai county to 
produce sufficient food for tens of thousands 
of people. This year, those of our farmers 
who planted wheat were rewarded for their 
labors by excellent crops. We saw, recently, 
at Walnut Grove, on the ranch of Hon. Allen 
Cullumber, several stacks of as fine wheat as 

: can be seen in any country ; nay, more, we ate 

! bread made from wheat grown at the Grove, 
and ground in asmalil mill owned by Mr. 
Lambertson of that settlement; and though 
not quite so good as bread made from firat- 
class California flour, owing to the primitive 
mode of grinding and cleaning, it was, never- 

| theless, sweet and nutritious. Mr. Cullumber 
| has lately received from California a small 
pair of French buhr-stones, and is engaged in 
the construction of a mill, which, although 
t small, wil] save many a dollar to the country. 
| But these two small mills will not be able to 
supply one-fourth of the people of Yavapai 
county with breadstuffs; and we earnestly 
hope that some of our enterprising citizens 
will, ere long, build a mill capable of making 
flour enough to bread at least half of our pop- 
ulation. There can be no doubt of its prov- 
ing a paying investment. The farmer would 
then have an inducement to plant wheat, 

well knowing that he could sell it to the mill, 

or have it ground into flour and sell it to the 
miner at a living price, and the latter, by 


‘getting this necessary article for much less 
‘than he would bave to pay for it were it trans- 
i ported over a thousand miles, as it nuw is, 
would then be enabled to prospect and work 
scores of valuable lodes and miles of gold- 
bearing creek-beds. Central Arizona needs 
three things very badly: Ist. More trocps to 
protect life and property and kill off the In- 
, Gians—for to that if must come at last. 2d. 
A cheap process to work her rich sulphuret 
vores. 3d. A good flouring mill. Give her 
these, and, our word for it, she will soon dis- 
_tance all competitors in mining, agriculture 
and stock-raising.

Murder of a Maricopa Indian. 


The following letter was furnished to the 
Alta’ Califurnia for publication from Head- 
quarters of the Department of California : 

HeD Rs Disrricr or THE VERDE, l 
Camp McDowell, A. T , Oct. 2, 1867. j 

Culonel—T have the honor to inform you 
that on the 26th of September a Maricopa 
Indian, generally known as Coyote, was mur- 
dered ancl 1obbed at Gila Bend, in this Dis- 
trict. The assassin is supposed to he a young 
man by the name of Samuel Edmundson, and 
is said to have had an accomplice named A. 
Farrel]. These men belonged to a party of 
emigrants travelling from Texas to Califor- 
ma. Information of the murder was sent to 
me by Captain Whipple, Thirty-second In- 
fantry, who was at Gila Bend at the tune, 
with a detachment of recruits. J furmshed 
a description of the two men, as given by 
Captain Whipple, to Colonel Ruggles, the 
Indian Agent at the Pima Villages. Captain 
W. was unable to arrest the men, but for- 
warded a description of them to the com- 
manding officer at Fort Yuma. 

The Mancopa Indians were very much ex- 
cited, as the murdered man was a prominent 
member of their tribe, but were satistied that
